Dies of the 1930-1931 


COTT’S Standard lists two dies 
for the 1930-31 issues of Can- 
ada, the differences being de- 
scribed as largely occuring in 
the ball of the ornament above 

‘POSTAGE’ and in the size of the 
spot of color in the ‘P’ of ‘POSTAGE.’ 
Careful study of the low values of 
this issue reveal the existence of sev- 
eral dies, differences in the horizontal 
shading lines being clearly defined. 
Seven different dies are described be- 
low, two of the one cent, two of the 
two cent, and one each of the three, 
four and ten cent values. The five 
and eight cent values are clearly of 
the first die of the two cent or Die III 
as listed below. Scott’s Die I corre- 
sponds to Dies I and III as listed be- 
low, while their Die II includes Dies 
Il, IV, V, and VI as listed below. Die 


VII, the ten cent, is distinctive 
throughout.

You will note from the above that 
all of the one cent coils are Die I 
while all of the two cent coils are 
Die III. I am unable to understand 
why Scott’s list the five cent dull blue 
and the eight cent orange as Die II 
instead of Die I as even following 
their separation into but two dies 
these two stamps are exactly similar 
to the five cent dull violet and eight 
cent dark blue, which they list as 
Die I.

Per- 
haps it might best be said that this 
booklet is a specialists treatment of 
these stamps and it will be of im- 
mense value and interest to every col- 
lector who is interested in the minute 
varieties, the cracks, shifts, plate va- 
rieties of all kinds and varieties of 
defective printing.

Our Near Neighbor, Russia

Well, the President has held out 
the glad hand and said, “How do you 
doski?” And Russia grabbed the 
hand and replied, “Bullygovitch, and 
the same to youski.” And they ex- 
changed a lot of notes and promises, 
and as Russia is our nearest neighbor 
outside of Mexico and Canada—you 
can swim over there from Alaska—it 
behooves us to brush up a little on our 
knowledge of her. 

You know we broke off relations in 
1917 and so have heard nothing about 
the country since then, except for a 
few hundred thousand newspaper and 
magazine articles. So, let’s dig light- 
ly into its history and present status, 

A thousand years ago Imperial Rus- 
sia was divided into many small par- 
cels, each ruled by a local prince. In 
the 15th Century Ivan III began to 
mould these jogsaw pieces into a great 
empire and gained the title “Gatherer 
of Russian Earth.” Peter the Great, 
Catherine, Alexander I and Nicholas I 
kept up the work of consolidation, 
wealth and fame. 

So now it is the world’s largest con- 
tinuous country and covers about one 
seventh of the land area of the world. 
And at that it is only 93% as large as 
it was, for after the war they whittled 
off Latvia, Estonia, Lithuania, Fin- 
land and parts of Poland, Roumania 
and Turkey from it. Still it has 164 
million people and stretches across 
the continents of Europe and Asia— 
5,000 miles—a round trip from Wash- 
ington to Hollywood. 

And it is called the Union of Soviet 
Socialistic Republics, a name big 
enough for a Siberian muffler, and 
contains seven separate “republics” or 
“areas,” corresponding somewhat to 
our states and territories. BUT, there 
are also 36 autonomous or semi-inde- 
pendent republics within the 7 main 
divisions, with forms of government 
best suited to their regions or racial 
groups. 

AND, there are 182 different nation- 
alities in it, and they speak 149 differ- 
ent languages or dialects. Good gosh! 
Suppose a man in New York couldn't 
understand what a man from Frisco 
or Dallas or Miami said or wrote. 
What a mess we would be in. It must 
be tough to be a Russian! 

Well, after thinking all this over 
for a solemn second, it appears that 
what we stamp collectors must do is 
get together and hope hard that they 
will not get into a row and split up 
and get out a new set of stamps for 
each of those 182 nationalities, or even 
36 of them—or even the main seven.

ERHAPS the first stamps at 
which the beginning collector 
turns up his nose are those of 
Hungary. It is true that vir- 
tually all of the older issues are 
more or less colorless repititions of 
afew designs and also that many mil- 
lions of each value must have been 
printed. For the most part they sell 
cheaply and one is not greatly to be 
blamed if he gains the impression 
that they are not worth collecting. 
But that belief is a mistaken one. 
One thousand years of history is 
portrayed on the stamps of Hungary 
and it is fortunate that so many of 
the issues may be purchased at a 
penny each. For a small outlay the 
collector may build a collection of 
that country that will fairly bristle 
with historical significance. There 
was a time when I paid little attention 
to the stamps of Hungary. That was 
before I met Mr. Percival Sinkerson 
on the night train en route from Vi- 
enna to Budapest.

Mr. Sinkerson and myself, having 
stood in awe of the great chain bridge 
across the Danube, craned our necks 
at the statuary atop the Royal Hun- 
garian Opera House, peeked within 
the sumptuous Hotel Astoria and 
wandered aimlessly about Budapest, 
found ourselves at the foot of a huge 
bronze horse upon which was mounted 
a majestic figure. Horse and rider 
seed upon an elaborate marble ped- 
estal. 

I knew Mr. Sinkerson to be too well 
versed in the story of Hungary for 
him to pass such a monument with- 
out comment. 

“Saint Stephen, first king of Hun- 
gary,” he said without preface. 

“The fellow on the postage stamps,” 
I added to reveal my knowledge of 
both stamps and royalty. “I used to 
think he was the Hungarian Santa 
Claus.” 

“A tribute of no,small importance, 
I must admit,” conceded Mr. Sinker- 
son in that tone of voice which im- 
plies impatience with gross ignorance, 
“but it is to be regretted that the 
biography of Saint Stephen was not 
printed upon every stamp. With all 
due respect to yourself I can say 
from observation that the stamp col- 
lecting fraternity often does not 
bother itself to dig into the history 
behind the stamp. One looks at a 
postage stamp and says: ‘Ah, this is 
King Stephen of Hungary.’ He does 
not know and cares less if King 
Stephen is upon the throne now or 
sold it six months ago to the fair 
Lady Godiva.”

“Almost a thousand years ago,” he 
began as we found a table in a near- 
by coffee house, “there was born to 
one of the Magyar tribal chieftains 
of Central Europe ason. The name is 
not important now for the lad at 
ten was baptized into the Catholic 
church and assumed the name of 
Stephen. At twenty-two he was ac- 
claimed the first king of Hungary and 
undertook the massive task of Chris- 
tianizing the nation, And he was 
successful. Supported by Pope Syl- 
vester II he saw, at one time, virtually 
every one of his subjects embrace the 
Catholic religion. How well he pio- 
neered for that faith is apparent to- 
day for Hungary remains fully 50 per 
cent Catholic.” 

We had our second glasses of To- 
kaji. 

“King Stephen’s latter days were 
filled with bitterness although his life 
now may be regarded as unusually 
successful for a time when everything 
was accomplished by force. He hoped 
that the crown of Hungary would 
pass to a Christian ruler but the 
death of his son, Emeric, left only 
nephews of uncertain belief to fight 
long and loudly for the throne. 


“Both Stephen and Emeric were 
buried at Stuhlweissenburg and both 





were canonized in 1083. The remains 
were brought back to Budapest at a 
later date and the ‘incorrupt’ right 
hand of Saint Stephen remains a 
treasured relic today. The date of 
the removal of the remains was Aug. 
20 and you should be here in Budapest 
on that date. It is a national festival 
day with a procession from the Cathe- 
dral of Saint Stephen as one of the 
high lights of the observance.”

The lower 
section consists of enameled portraits 
of Christ, two Byzantine emperors 
and various saints. The bird you 
speak of is the mythical turul that 
guides Hungary to a greater place 
among the nations of the earth.” 
Mr. Sinkerson drained the fourth 
glass and in most undignified man- 
ner closed his eyes and began to 
breathe heavily.

One avocation that does not seem 
to have suffered markedly by the de- 
pression is the collecting of postage 
stamps.

It Looks Real 


Mr. F. Vernon Smith of Indianapo- 
lis, Indiana, sends an advertising card 
in the size and shape of a Playing 
Card taken from a deck of cards 
made by the United States Playing 
Card Company of Cincinnati. 

The card bears an illustration on 
one side of a corner of a deck of cards 
on which is shown a current United 
States Internal Revenue Playing 
Cards Stamp. The stamp is in natural 
color, blue, it bears the Bureau Print- 
ed Cancellation in red and has a large 
arrow head pointing to the cancella- 
tion mark and an advertising line at 
the bottom calls attention to the can- 
cellation mark on the stamp. 

While the entire stamp is not 
shown, that portion which is shown 
looks perfectly natural and is there- 
fore the most striking violation of the 
laws prohibiting such _ illustration 
that we have seen. 

Personally we should delight in see-

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Argentine Officials 


The Chicago Tribune of November 
12, contains an item which if we in- 
terpret it correctly should be of in- 
terest to all stamp collectors. The 
clipping at hand comes from Mr. Jos. 
Piantek. We shall not attempt to re- 
print the clipping but shall endeavor 
to give the gist of the information 
therein and comment on same. 

It appears that the Argentine 
stamps overprinted with various ini- 
tial letters such as “M. A.” Ministry 
of Agriculture, “M. C.” Minister of 
War, etc. Scotts numbers 600 to 1337 
are not supposed to be available to 
collectors in unused state and that 
such unused copies as are in the mar- 
ket in the hands of collectors or deal- 
ers are copies that have been stolen 
or taken from the offices of the va- 
rious Ministries, without the right to 
remove them from these offices. 

Naturally, these stamps not being 
good for postage except on official 
mail from the various departments it 
has doubtless been the custom for 
the various Department Heads or 
probably of employees in the various 
Departments to dispose of the stamps 
in various ways. Doubtless many of 
them were carried off and sold to 
dealers, others given to friends who 
asked for them and without doubt 
many of them sold by employees in a 
straight grafting way. 

The Argentine Government has now 
taken note of the widespread distri- 
bution of these stamps and is taking 
steps to stop them from getting out 
of the hands of the various depart- 
ments. 

It is stated that a recent police 
raid of a collectors premises revealed 
the fact that he held a stock of over 
5000 pesos face value of these stamps 
and another dealer held a stock of 
over 20,000 pesos face value and city

A CODE FOR 
STAMP DEALERS 


Commenting 
on our re- 
marks as 
regards the Philatelic Agency and its 
activity in the field of stamp dealing 
on a large scale, we find in our mail a 
News Letter from A. C. Roessler 
which is worthy of reprinting. 

“Dealers’ Code—A weekly in the 
mid-west recently had a few lines 
about the philatelic agency in which 
it was pointed out that when first 
contemplated no one had any idea that 
it would go into the cover business, 
with all the various sidelines, enter- 
ing into direct competition with the 
dealer. This is the first time a stamp 
paper has had viscera enough to speak 
plainly on the agency—the very men- 
tion of which causes the average 
stamp editor to grovel and fawn. 

With codes for every trade we have 
yet to see anything worthwhile sug- 
gested for stamp dealers. We cer- 
tainly would like to see trade limited 
to those who put in 100% of their 
time—not for those who carry their 
office in their hat—or who make but- 
ton-holes on the side. 

How about a foreign consul in New 
York City who sends out notices of 
having stamps for sale. We did not 
know that his office gave him any 
such right—it usually works more 
smoothly by having a “friend” offer 
the stamps. However, seeing U. S. 
government in competition with the 


ordinary stamp dealer emboldens oth- 
ers naturally—so we may expect a 
flood of similar offerings.” 

Mr. Roessler has never been of the 
“grovel and fawn” type of dealer. 
While we do not approve of many of 
his methods of doing business we can 
frequently find unafraid criticism of 
a worthy nature in much that he has 
to say. 

Stamp Dealing is a legitimate busi- 
ness. While some collectors may not 
admit it, the dealer is an absolutely 
necessary part of the stamp collecting 
game, likewise the philatelic publish- 
er, neither one of the three can exist 
satisfactorily without the other. 
Therefore it behooves the three par- 
ties to work together for the mutual 
benefit of all. 

An open, frank and unafraid discus- 
sion of the subject would doubtless 
bring out many points which could 
eventually be embodied into a “Code” 
that would both benefit and elevate 
the stamp collecting hobby. 

We speak from forty years expe- 
rience as both collector, dealer and 
publisher. There are faults on all sides 
which could be corrected for the bene- 
fit of all. More satisfactory service 
can be offered the collector, competi- 
tion of irresponsible dealers who 
through lack of knowledge of stamps 
and lack of ability to supply demands 
which they create would benefit both 
dealer and collector, anything that 
will benefit both dealer and collector 
will reflect to the advantage of the 
philatelic publisher and help produce 
a better publication for the collector 
and dealer. 

With the united support of the 
stamp publications of the country, a 
“Code of Ethics and Fair Dealing” 
could be established for the stamp 
trade that would be highly beneficial 
to all concerned.

Cc. B. Eilenberger, 3rd P. M. G., 
kindly makes reply to our agitation 
for a branch philatelic agency as 
follows: 

“Note has been made of your quo- 
tation concerning the delay in the 
filling of orders for the Little America 
stamp and the advisability of having 
branch philatelic agencies in various 
cities to meet such requirements more 
fully. It is the purpose of the depart- 
ment to add to the facilities of the 
philatelic agency as rapidly as possi- 
ble, in order to have incoming orders 
filled with the required degree of 
promptness. Naturally, the agency 
has not been able to cope immediately 
with the situation resulting from the 
receipt of 25,000 mail orders within 
30 days for the three new issues of 
stamps, the sale of two of which was 
largely restricted to the agency. The 
department is not, however, consider- 
ing establishment of branch philatelic 
agencies in other cities as a means of 
remedying the situation.”—Philatelic 
News Bureau.

Mr. J. Martin, of St. Louis, sends 
us a copy of a notice just sent out by 
the Consulate General of Lithuania, at 
New York City. The notice states 
that the Lithuanian Postal Depart- 
ment has authorized the overprinting 
of the remainders of the “Darius- 
Girenas” stamps, with the additional 
wording, which translated reads “May 
the success of the ‘Lituanica’ inspire 
the younger generation of Lithuania 
to new and noble deeds”. These 
stamps may be obtained at the Con- 
sulate General of Lithuania, 11 Wa- 
verly Place, New York City. A set of 
4 stamps consisting of a single series 
is $5.00, and a set of 4 varied stamps 
is $6.00. The proceeds from the sale 
of these stamps are to be used toward 
the erection of a monument for the 
heroic Lithuanian fliers.

I didn’t know you were interested in 
breaks, one reader told me. Well, 
am not interested in breaks one iota 
more than I ever was. I always was 
interested in MAJOR breaks that 
proved constant and that showed up 
often enough to make a representation 
in your collection. As to little pieces 
broken off here and there, scratches, 
poor inking and above all broken 
handstamps NEVER. You never can 
tell when a rubber handstamp is 
broken or whether it was not inked 
properly. As to the metal handstamps 
just being distributed, I have not no- 
ticed one yet that shows a break and 
I don’t think there will be many. Any- 
way I shall treat them if they appear 
the same as the rubber handstamp. 
H. E. Cory of St. Louis showed your 
ed. an upper right hand block of 15 
of the 5c Bi-Cent from Utica, N. Y. 
in U-1 showing the missing bars in 
the upper row. A very unique piece. 
He also had a 4c Taft and 3c Stuart in 
the city type coils of Utica, too. Plate 
defects are a lot more interesting 
than breaks to my notion. Little 
dribblings of metal, metal raised 
around where a nail was driven in 
the electro, bent lines, etc., these are 
more of a positive nature, something 
that is there rather than something 
that is not. It was my good fortune 
to look over a number of Wichita, 
Kans., in the U-1 type and on sev- 
eral I noted a clean cut flaw. It 
started at the top end of the last S 
in Kansas and ran diagonally down 
and out towards the right. I have it 
on the llc, 13¢ and 9c invert. Things 
like the above are just little side line 
specialties that may be indulged in if 
it strikes ones fancy, but are not

A. E. Pade whose mixture adver- 
tisements you have often noticed in 
LINN’S mails out his lists with a 1c 
Century of Progress precanceled Den- 
ver, Colo., in a type similar to U-12 
but with serifs. Type 4 in the cat- 
alog. And Chas. Hahn another mix- 
ture dealer, of Winnetka, IIl., mailed 
out his last list with a 1e Century 
of Progress precanceled Kenilworth, 
Ill. in U-121 reading down. 


From Rev. Van Voorhis of Hynd- 
man, Pa., I learn of the unlisted town 
of Tully, Mass., using a U-44 hand- 
stamp on the following stamps. The 
Kosciuszko, NRA 1c C. of P., 1e Bi- 
Cent and %c Hale ord. 


Below is a list and description of 
types of a number of fake Bi-Cent 
precancels. Most of these can be told 
because the impression shows thru on 
the back of the stamp and because 
they are on postally used copies. Ath- 
ens, Tenn., made to imitate U-15 but 
the letters have serifs and Athens 
and Tenn., are spaced far apart ver- 
tically speaking. Franklin, Tenn., 
made to imitate same U type with 
same style letters, Franklin and Tenn. 
are closer together but the F of 
Franklin and T of Tenn. is larger 
than the balance of the letters. Some- 
thing that is never done in precancel- 
ing. Columbia, Tenn. to imitate U-15. 


-!but the space between the top pair 


of lines and the bottom pair of lines 
is much smaller. Dayton, Tenn., Whea- 
ton, Ill., Decatur, Ga., the same as the 
Athens, Tenn. And a _ Scottsburg, 
Kentucky is similar to the above but 
the type is regular 6 point gothic and 
the first letter of each name is in 
larger size. A Horse Cave, Kentucky, 
in the smallest size 6 point gothic be- 
tween single lines, legend spaced far 
apart vertically. Pikeville, Tenn., 
same as above but about the second 
size of 6 point gothic, and Pikeville 
and Tenn. closer together. Clyde, Ohio 
in a bold 6 point type caps and lower 
case letters between double lines that 
are not as far apart as the regular 
U-15. Lebanon, Tenn. and Carthage, 
Tenn. same type and all as Clyde, O. 
Johnson, Tenn, same type as the last 





mentioned but between single lines 
and Johnson City up close to the top 
line and Tenn. close to the bottom 
line. Tenn. is spelled out too. Galla- 
tin, Tenn. same style type as above 
but must be 8 or 10 point type, be- 
tween single lines. Xenia, O., in a 
large size 6 pt. gothic between double 
lines. This imitates U-14 and is the 
most dangerous of the lot.

Starr Commonwealth issues a beau- 
tiful silver and light blue seal keeping 
up their standard of the aristocrat of 
seals. Inscribed “Seasons Greeting 
from the Starr Commonwealth for 
Boys, Albion, Mich.” No date on seal. 
Sells for 10c each but helps a very 
worthy cause. 





Has everyone straightened out the 
1982 printings satisfactorily? Two 
red master plates were used: (A) 
most seals have the lower left corner 
square; (B) all seals have a spur be- 
low the lower left corner of the red 
frame line. Type A was used by Ed- 
wards & Deutch, perf 12, imperf, and 
(error) imperf x 12; by U. S. P. & 
L. Co., perf 1214, imperf, and “Cam- 
bridge” overprint. Type B was used 
by Eureka, perf 124%4x13 (their regu- 
lar comb perf this year) with both 
smooth gum and V B gum, imperf, 
and progressive color proofs; U. S. P 
& L., perf 12%, imperf, “Cambridge”; 
Columbia Bank Note, perf 12%, perf 





12, imperf. It will be seen that perf 
and type will identify all single seals 
with the exception of U. S. P. & 
and Columbia printings. Columbia 
prints are still extremely scarce. 


The 1933 Seals . 


The following information comes 
from Dorsey F. Wheless, and will an- 
swer numerous inquiries we have had 
concerning these: 

The design for the 1933 Christmas 
Seal is most attractive. It is simplic- 
ity in itself, being composed of four 
colors which blend together in per- 
fect harmony, a picture of three fig- 
ures bringing in a yule-log. The ar- 
tist has brought into the composition 
the spirit of Christmas with the sil- 
houette in black of three figures and 
yule-log against a sky background of 
red-orange and pale yellow which 
gives warmth to the picture. “Christ- 
mas Greetings” in old English type, 
printed in green and the double-barred 
cross emblem of the National Tuber- 
culosis Association, printed in red- 
orange, is on the foreground of white 
unbroken snow. In the upper right 
is the date “1933” in white numerals. 
The three figures are very — as 
they represent three stages of life: 
childhood, youth and old age, and each 
show vigor at their respective ages. 

The seals were printed by four 
printers this year, by the offset print- 
ing process, and each printer has his 
identification mark on each sheet of 
100 seals. On the bottom perforated 
margin is printed in black “Tubercu- 
losis Is Preventable—Buy Christmas 
Seals—Tuberculosis Is Curable.” The 
Eureka Specialty Printing Co. have 
placed their identification marks on 
seals in positions #11-20-91 and 100 
which is the joining of the rope to 
the elbow of figure at left. To date 
they are known to come: imperforate 
proofs, progressive color proofs in set 
of seven perforated 12x12 and the 
issued seal perforated 12x12, all of 
which are on smooth gummed paper. 

The Strobridge Lithographing Co. 
have their usual identification mark 
of two dashes which is printed in 





black on seal in position #100 just 
under the “S” of “Greetings.” To

forate proofs and issued seal perforat- 
ed 124%x12%. 

The United States Printing & Litho- 
graphing Co. have placed their identi- . 
fication mark, which is a green dot, 
under the “S” of “Greetings” on seal 
in position #55. To date they are 
known to come: imperforate proofs 
and issued seal perforated 124%4x12%. 
The seals of this company, which the 
writer has seen, are printed in a 
deeper color of red-orange than the 
other three companies. 

The Columbia Bank Note Co. have 
their identification mark on the per- 
forated margin at bottom under seal 
in position #93 and which is an un- 
colored “C” directly under the double- 
barred cross. To date they are known 
to come: imperforate proofs and is- 
sued seal perforate 12%x12%. 

The original plate had a flaw on 
seal in position #78 which shows on 
all sheets from the four printers. It 
is a break in the black in the stomach 
of the figure at left. The United 
States Printing & Lithographing Co. 
evidently discovered the flaw and re- 
touched their plate so that it hardly 
shows.
